hearings all week long into dis- 
turbances at the August conven- 
tion. 


Rubin was permitted in the 


hearing room Thursday when he 
arrived wearing a blue sweater, 
brown slacks and a beaded band 
around his forehead beneath a 
full head of bushy dark hair. He 
also has a full beard. 


In a statement 
distributed 


Thursday, Rubin said: 


"The 
inquisitors have de- 


manded that I take the stand 
Friday behind locked doors- 
closed to the press and public. 
They know that I will expose 
them as the fools, racists cow- 
ards that they are. I will not say 
a word to HUAC unless the 
doors are opened and the press 
and the public admitted."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Pentagon 
intends to release 


about 
20,000 Army National 


Guardsmen and reservists now 
on active duty and replace them 
through increasing draft calls 
by possibly 3,000 men a month, 
sources say. 


It was learned that the Army 


has decided to free its mobilized 
guardsmen and reservists by 
the end of 1969, meaning a sav- 
ings of at least five months 
from the two years they could 
have served. 


Meanwhile, sources 
said, 


draft calls will be boosted start- 
Ing several months ahead of 
time to have regulars ready to 
fill the gaps left by the depart- 
ing guardsmen and reservists. 


Army 
officials calculate it 


takes about five months to put a 
man 
through basic and ad- 


vanced individual training, and 
give him leave, before he can be 
assigned to a unit. 


To 
accommodate the 
in- 


creased training load, the Army 
is reversing plans to cut back 
its training companies. 


Less than a month ago, Nov. 


18, the Army announced that 30 
basic combat training compa- 
nies at Ft. Bliss, Tex., and 18 
advanced 
individual 
training 


companies at Ft. Dix, N.J., 
would be eliminated. 


Since then, sources said, it 


was decided to set a target and 
get prepared for release of the 
20,000 guardsmen and reservists 
ordered to active duty last 
spring to supply support troops 
for Vietnam and to plug some 
holes in the Army's forces in the 
United States. 


The January draft call has 


been set at 26,800. It was not 
known 
immediately 
whether 


that quota will be raised or 
whether the increase will show 
up in later months. 


A total of 38,000 Army, Air 


Force and Navy reservists and 
guardsmen were mustered in 
the wake of the enemy's winter 
offensive 
in 
Vietnam 
and 
a 


flareup 
of tensions in Korea 


stemming from the seizure of 
the U.S. spy ship Pueblo. 


The Air Force already has 


started freeing 10,127 reservists 
and guardsmen. All of them, in- 
cluding members of six guard 
fighter-bomber squadrons now 
in South Vietnam and South Ko- 
rea, are due back in civilian life 
by June 30. 


Mobilized pilots and naviga- 


tors will be replaced froh the 
Air Force's regular trainingout- 
put and what it calls its "per- 
sonal management." 


The Navy also has replaced 


some of the 1,600 reservists it 
ordered up earlier this year.

Tlie complex of five city hos- 


pitals long has drawn the poor 
from the surrounding areas of 
Tennessee, Arkansas and Mis- 
sissippi. Local officials say the 
poor come to the city hospitals 
chiefly because 
they can get 


treatment free. 


Then 
too, 
they say, many 


hospitals in outlying areas lack 
bed 
space and the 
medical 


specialists available at the city 
hospitals. 


The city says it spends $1.9 


million a year in treating indi- 
gents from other parts of Ten- 
nessee, 
Arkansas 
and 
Mis- 


sissippi. 
Of this,

$500,000 goes for treating Mis-

The city had told Arkansas

Phuoc, a Vietnamese photogra* 
pher employed by the Associat- 
ed Press, was accompanying 
the U.S. Marines on an opera* 
tion south of Da Nang Thursday 
when three Vietnamese trapped 
in a bunker refused to come out. 
Because he spoke the language, 
the photographer acted as inter- 
preter. Here is his report.

DIEN BAN, Vietnam (AP) - 


The 
North 
Vietnamese 
had 


fought hard, but now the ad- 
vancing American Marines had 
trapped them in their bunkers, 
and they were afraid. 


"If I come out, will they shoot 


me?" 
One of the men in the 


bunker asked. 


"If you come out with your 


hands up, they won't kill you," I 
told him. "But you must not 
have anything in your hands. If 
they see you have a grenade or 
a gun, they will shoot." 


It #as the 16th day of Opera- 


tion Meade River, a massive al- 
lied operation to trap enemy 
troops in one of their favorite 
operating areas, and this was 
the hard part. 


The operation area now cov- 


ered an area of less than two 
square miles, mostly open land 
honeycombed with natural and 
man-made hiding places. Many 
of the bunkers had been here for 
years, and some were almost 
untouched by the pounding of 
artillery and air strikes that had 
preceded the Marines' advance. 


There was little firing as the 


men of the 3rd Battalion, 26th 
Marines moved forward to root 
out the remaining enemy from 
the territory inside the horse- 
shoe bend of a small river near 
the village of Dien Ban, 15 miles 
south of Da Nang.

Vietnamese

Cong had escaped through the 
inner cordon and were trying to 
get away to the west or north, 
where another line of Marines 
was in position.

NEW YORK (AP) - Televi- 


sion viewers watching Thursday 
night's hour«long closeup of Mi- 
chelangelo's Sistine chapel fres- 
co in black and white missed, 
unfortunately, the best part* It 
should have been seen In color. 


The ABC program consisted 


of a long and loving inspection 
of the 300 or so figures created 
almost 500 years ago by the 
great artist, It was filmed from 
scaffolding 
that brought the 


cameras almost as close to the 
ceiling as Michelangelo was 
when he painted it, 


As noted in the narration, Mi- 


chelangelo combined four reli- 
gious themes in the huge work: 
creation, 
temptation, repen- 


tence and redemption. In han- 
dling them, he created a mar- 
velous gallery of forms and 
faces—prophets and fools, very 
young and very old, exalted and 
venal, beautiful and ugly. 


He told stories in his pictures, 


Including the ones about David 
and Goliath and Noah and the 
flood. The cameras 
always 


moved slowly, but occasionally 
they lingered over some special 


, detail-an extended hand, the 


wrinkles or beard on an old 
man. Sometimes modern light- 
ing 
equipment 
dramatically 


concentrated on a single figure 
while the rest of the work was 
in darkness. 


Apparently, the producer of 


the show, who put In a year on 
the job, had called it "one 
man's dream," since that was 
the way It appeared on the TV 
screen. ABC apparently tried to 
add a little dash by calling it 
"The Secret of Michelangelo," 
although no one ever quite ex- 
plained just what that was. 


The entire pictorial treatment 


of the Masterpiece was ex- 
tremely reverent, and it was ap- 
parently thought necessary to 
handle the sound portion in the 
same way. Thus for the hour we 
had the rich voice of actor 
Christopher 
Plummer and the 


stage accent of Zoe Caldwell 
reading portions of the Bible 
and other suitable fragments 
appropriate 
to whatever pic- 


tures were onscreen. 


The hour would have been 


considerably less somnolent had 
there been, Instead, a brisk, In- 
formative commentary, by a 
student o! the arts or the artist, 


' instead of a theatrical -reading.* 


It would have been interesting 


to know more about the man, 
the manner In which he worked 
and also about preservation of 
the masterpiece— in most of the 
closeup shots, the cracks on the 
printings 
seemed 
alarmingly 


long and large. 


Generally, it was a worthy ed- 


ucational effort of a type and 
quality rarely seen on commer- 
cial television.

Things Quiet 
on Jordan, 
Israel Front 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The Israeli-Jordanian 
front 


was reported quiet today after 
massive Israeli 
air strikes 


against Iraqi forces stationed in 
Jordan. 


The war planes flew 50 miles 


inside Jordan Wednesday to at- 
tack Iraqi artillery emplace- 
ments, troops and ammunition 
dumps. It was the third Israeli 
air attack in Jordan tliis week. 


One Israeli plane, a French- 


made Super Mystere fighter- 
bomber did not return, the Is- 
raeli army said. 


A spokesman said the 22- 


year-old pilot died in a helicop- 
ter that lifted him from Jorda- 
nian territory 
after 
he had 


bailed out and then was shot. 


Unconfirmed press reports in 


Jordan's capital, Amman, said 
the flier was killed in a gun bat- 
tle with a Jordanian shepherd. 


Radio Amman said six sol- 


diers were killed and 14 wound- 
ed in the raid on the Irbid sec- 
tor, which is 20 miles east of the 
Jordan River, and on the city of 
Al A&rfaq, the site of an air 
base farther east.

claim by the Iraqi commander 
that seven Israeli planes were 
shot down. 
Israeli sources believed the 


attack dealt a serious blow to 
the Iraqi military presence in 
Jordan, which is believed to 
have been strengthened recently 
by new armor and new artil- 
lery. The Israelis said Iraq has 
about 12,000 troops in Jordan.

Backyard Oil 
Well Proving 
Very Costly 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Ber- 


nard Weinsieder, who discov- 
ered oil in his backyard only to 
see Us dream of riches disinte- 
grate, says he now may have to 
dismantle part of his home to 
get rid of the oil nobody wants. 


It could cost Win .§20,000 to 


cap the deserted well, just to 
stop the oil from seeping every- 
where, he said Thursday. 


He ai«d his family were over- 


joyed 
when oil 
bubbled up 


through a crack in their patio 
last month. They followed the 
seepage to a storage cellar, 
where they found a pool of oil 
large enough to fill 150 barrels. 


But as it turned out the oil 


came from a well drilled in 1911 
and abandoned in 1924 and the 
question was 
not how much 


money (lie Weinsieders would 
get for their oil, but how much 
it would end up costing them. 


First, the oil refineries said 


they couldn't buy the oil from 
independent 
operators. 
Then 


neighbors 
began 
complaining 


about the odor and the funes. 
When 
one neighbor's tenant 


moved away, the Weinsiders 
were sued. 


Weinsieder, a bread sales- 


man, then liud to pay $2 a bar- 
rel to have the cellar pumped 
out and the oil trucked away, a 


Now the Weinsieders say it'll 


cost them about $20,000 to have 
the well capped properly. In or- 
der to get the necessary equip- 
ment through the driveway and 
into the back yard, they'll have 
to tear down part of die house. 


"This place represents my 


parents' 
life savings," said 


Weinsieder's son Jules,22,"Ev- 
erything they have is tied up in 
this house. They lave no place 
else to go." 


Jules said the oil has contin- 


ued to seep into (lie two large 
pits in the back yard. 


The family discovered the 


well was drilled and deserted by 
the Associated Oil Co., which 
later became part of the Getty 
Oil Co. They have hired an at- 
torney who filed a $57 5,000 negli- 
gence suit against Getty, 


They claim the well was 


capped with an 18-incl» plug in. 
stead of the required 25-foot 
cap. The oil company lias filed a 
legal response to the complaint, 
saying the Weinsieders have «o 
legal cause of action. A ruling 
on that response is scheduled 
Monday.

per capita tax income to the 
average per capita tax income 
of the combined 3G states that 
have a state income tax. 


The report concludes that: 
— The slate income tax in 


Arkansas yields revenue at a 
per capita rate equal to only 41 
per cent of the per capita rate 
of the 36-state average income 
tax. 


Increasing the Arkansas in- 


come tax to equal G7 per cent 
of the 3G-state average would 
produce an additional $17.5 mil* 
lion annually in the state revenue 
in Arkansas, the report said. 


— The state taxes generally 


classified 
as "other taxes" 


"such as taxes on parimutuel 
betting, insurance, severance, 
alcoholic beverages, and so on 
in Arkansas yield revenue at a 
per capita rate equal to only 
4G 
per 
cent of the 36-state 


average. 


Increasing the "other taxes" 


in Arkansas until they equal 67 
per cent of the 3G-state average 
would 
produce an additional 


$11,5 million annually in state 
revenue in Arkansas, the report 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


new Congress will have to move 
fast if it intends to give Rich- 
ard M. Nixon a pay raise when 
he becomes president, or to stop 
a hefty salary hike for its own 
members. 


President Johnson is expected 


to recommend across-the-board 
pay boosts from President on 
down through Congress and the 
executive and Judiciary branch- 
es. 


In order for Nixon to get a 


raise from the current pay scale 
of $100,000 yearly, Congress 
would have to give its approval 
before Inauguration Day, Jan, 
20. 


The Constitution forbids any 


change in the President's salary 
during his term in office. Thus, 
Congress would have to okay 
the boost before Jan, 20, or else 
Nixon will have to wait for a 
possible second term. 


However, most other pay re- 


commendations for congress- 
man, judges and various offi- 
cials would go into effect in 
mid-February without Congres- 
sional action, 


The increases may follow the 


recommendations of a nine- 
member commission created by 
Congress in 1967 to make a 
study of government pay scales. 


The law that created the com- 


mission requires any pay raises 
recommended by the President 
must be included in his budget, 
to be submitted to Congress by 
Johnson no later than January 
18.
